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Point I. Applicant points out tliat paragrapli [0033] simply describes a "Nominal Processing" case, whereby if the sequence number is 9, 
the current sliding window extends from 9 to 10 (since the window size is 10). Paragraph [0033] also states: [u]nder nominal operating 
conditions (i.e., no lost packets), the next packet received via the faster path will have a sequence number of rec_seq_no=9, while the next 
packet received via the slower path will have a sequence number of rec_seq_no=3. In other words, under "nominal conditions," the 
sequence number would be either 9 or 3, depending on the path. 

Moreover, paragraph [0033] of Nagarajan discloses "the packet is rejected if rec_seq_no is outside of the sliding window defined by 
'select counter+window sz', and the packet is accepted if rec_seq_no is inside of the sliding window defined by 

'select_counter+window_sz". 

Response to Point I. The Examiner would like to CORRECT the applicant that the current sliding window extends from 9 to 19 since the 
window size is 10 (9+10=19); thus, it could accommodate more packets coming from the sender to the receiver. In addition, the Examiner 
would like to CORRECT the applicant there is nowhere in Para [0033] states that the packet is rejected if rec_seq_no is outside of the 
sliding window. 

Moreover, it is inherent that a sliding window algorithm does function sliding up or down accordingly to accommodate the incoming packets. 

Point II. Applicant notes that nothing in paragraph [0025] describes setting specific values for the leftmost and rightmost portions of the 
sliding window. Moreover, nothing in the cited portion mentions setting the leftmost and rightmost values of the sliding window to 0 and 1 , 
respectively. Indeed, Nagarajan is completely silent in this regard. 

Response to Point II. The 2'^N bits sequence number rolling over to 0 starting the incremental sequence all over again depicts that leftmost 
values are 0 and rightmost values are 1 (i.e. being occupied is 1 and non-occupant is 0). 
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
